Historical Society to host Steamtown head 


James Gillespie, 
Director of Steamtown 
USA, will be the guest 
speaker at the annual 
dinner meeting of the 
Carbondale Historical 
Society and Museum, Inc. 
on Friday, November 9. 
The dinner meeting, which 
is open to the general 
public, will be held at 
Andrews Banquet Hall, 48 
Gordon Avenue, and will 
begin at 6 p.m. 

Gillespie, who was 
named director of the rail 
museum earlier this year, 
is expected to discuss the 
installation and impact of 
Steamtown USA in the 
Lackawanna Valley. Of 
particular interest to 
Historical Society mem¬ 
bers, and to the general 
public will be Gillespie’s 
remarks on the role that 
Carbondale, the Pioneer 
City of Lackawanna 
County, will play in the 
overall Steamtown scheme 
of operations. 

According to S. Robert 
Powell, President of the 
Historical Society, 
Gillespie is the ideal 
choice, from among the 
possible guest speakers for 
this year’s annual meeting 
of the Society. Powell 
remarked: “The Steam¬ 
town museum and 


railroads are together the 
key to the economic rebirth 
of Carbondale and the 
Lackawanna Valley. When 
one considers the vital role 
that Carbondale played in 
the development of 
railroads in America, it 
makes sense, then, that 
railroads should assume 
the central role in the 
future development of the 
city of Carbondale.” 

Powell added: “We know 
beyond doubt that 
Steamtown is a success, 
and that it will have a 
significant impact on 
Scranton’s economy. What 
we in the communities of 
the Upper Lackawanna 
Valley must do is make 
Steamtown a physical 
reality in each of the 
communities along the 
former D&H main line. If 
we are successful, and 1 
have every reason to 
believe that we will be, 
northeastern Pennsylvania 
will be able to compete 
effectively with other 
regions of the Com¬ 
monwealth in getting our 
share of the tourism¬ 
generated income realized 
in the state annually. 
Tourism is today the 
second largest industry in 
Pennsylvania and every 
tourist dollar spins off 


several times in the local 
economy. For that reason, 
it’s easy to understand why 
so many regions of the 
country are willing to in¬ 
vest large quantities of 
time and money to make 
themselves attractive to 
out of town visitors. All the 
necessary components are 
here. It’s up to us to put 
them together.” 

Following Gillespie’s 
presentation, the officers of 
the Historical Society for 
1985 will be elected by the 
general membership. Jim 
Hepburn and Joe Pascoe, 
chairmen of the 
nominating committee, 
will present a slate of 
candidates to be voted on. 
Additional nominations for 


the Society’s officers can 
be made at the dinner 
meeting. In addition, the 
general membership will, 
at the meeting, elect four 
new members of the Board 
of Directors from among 
the several candidates who 
were nominated at the 
September 6 meeting of the 
Society. The seven 
nominees are: Louise 
Anderson, Jim Hepburn, 
John Kiefer, John 
Klimkiewicz, Joe Pascoe, 
Eleanor Spellman and 
Susan Stephens.
